Experimental Farm weather bureau, 
Six degrees of frost are considered 
a “killing” dip, so that fields and 
gardens in this vicinity are intact. 
Even very tender plants such as 
cucumbers and squash seem to have 
been unnipped by the unusually early 
cold wave, Snow fell in the Banff 
country, Monday. 

Carmangay, 40 miles north of this 
city, had a severe frost Monday 
ight, blackening corn stalks and 
leaves, potato vines and other garden 
stuff. The frost did not affect grain 
crops, but gardens over an area 15 
miles east of town were nipped, The 
frost will stop the maturity of corn 
it is believed, 

Farther north along the Aldersyde 
line there seems to have been no 
frost, although the night was very 
cold. Vulean reported no frost. To 
the west on the Macleod line there 
was one degree of frost registered 
at the Claresholm School of Agri- 
culture, but soil products were clear 
this morning. 

Ice On Peigan Reserve 

At Magrath there was a white 
frost visible carly this morning 
frost was reported from the ridge 
country south of town. No damage 
was done to growing crops. Macleod 
reports no frost, but on the Peigan 
reserve ice formed on sloughs. 

Fears were entertained that the 
southwestern area, including the 
United Irrigation District, would be 
hit, but word from Glenwood is 
reassuring. They had no frost, al 
though the barometer showed one 
degree above the freezing point at 
Glenwood this morning. 

Foremost was frost free and farm- 
ers there are getting started in the 
harvest fields. Other districts in the 
south report harvesting commencing. 
Threshing started on the B. D. Hum- 
mon farm this morning at Carman- 
gay.— Lethbridge Herald.

in every country where dairying is 
prominent. This was one of the live 
subjects at the recent World's Dairy 
Congress, held in London, England, 
and delegates from a dozen countries 
testified to its value in increasing 
the milk flow of the herd. 

At the Congress, Prof. Harold 
Jackson (Chairman of the Central 
Council of Milk Recording Societies, 
England) read a paper on this sub- 
ject, from which we take the follow- 
Ing excerpts: 

“The scheme in’ England and 
Wales is carried on by 49 Societies 
under the rules and auspices of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Each 
Society generally controls a county 
area, and has its own elected Man 
agement Committee, who appoint the 
Recorders and organize the work. 
Each member weighs daily or once 


a week. A Recorder visits each 
member not less frequently than 
once in six weeks, checking the 


weighing and supervising the entire 
records, made by the member of the 
morning and evening milk, taking 
samples for butter-fat when desired, 
checking the Registers, and. ear 
marking the Bulls) and Calves. 
Many members also keep records of 
the food cost per gallon of milk, 
and all Societies arrange for scien- 
tific

cows, The Ministry of Agriculture 
also publishes an annual Register 
of Dairy Cattle which gives details 
of the milk yields of 7,500 of some 
of the best Dairy Cattle in’ this 
country. 

In 1920 the various Societipgs de- 
cided to form a Central Council, 
each Society electing one or two 
delegates. The Council meets four 
to five times a year and assists in 
synchronising the work of the 
societies, 

It is also organizing an important 
Dairy Herd Competition for Eng- 
land and Wales each year, in which 
about half the total marks are 
awarded for quality and quantity of 
milk, The winning herd in 1927 gave 
an average yield of 10,589 Ibs. per 
cow, A Challenge Trophy is also 
offered each year, which endeavours
